Most anyone, even those un­ 
der 30. will agree the Greeks 
had a good thing going and hit 
ab out the top, culturally, of any 
people who cam e after them.

Slav es did the wo rk permit­ 
ting Greeks to liv e liv es o f 
leisure and culture, dev o ted 
to the pursuit o f kno wledg e 
and wisdo m. 
Our technology is to us what 
a slave population was to the 
Greeks. 
If our technology impersonal- 
Izes and b rutalizes us as has 
b een charged, it is not neces­ 
sarily so. 
What is more impersonal and 
b rutal than owning slaves, other 
hum an b eings? But doing so did 
not keep the Greeks from b eing 
the 
b irthplace 
of 
Western 
thought and from giving Chris­ 
tianity, the West’s religion, its 
intellectual foundation. 
Man, whenev er he rises to 
heig hts o f wisdo m o r my stic 
ex perience, 
internalizes 
his 
tho ug hts and finds himself to 
be “ his g reatest enem y .” 
The Golden Age of Greece 
would have survived an eterni­ 
ty, b ut for man, yet man was 
its architect. 
The Pax Romano lasted 800 
hundred years hat could have 
gone on forever, so great was 
the Roman concept of organiza­ 
tion. It didn’t b ecause of man, 
the same 
creature 
who 
con­ 
ceived it. 
Histo ry is replete with pin­ 
nacles 
which 
man 
has 
reached o nly to slide do wn to 
a po int belo w which he start­ 
ed to climb. 
Few there are today to say 
w e are approching any peaks 
of greatness, b ut none will deny 
there has never b een such 
a 
tim e as ours. 
The b lessing of Athens was 
enjoyed b y a few; the glory 
of Rome spread to only a hand-

ful of the total population and 
so it has b een in every age 
in the past where we see cul­ 
tural greatness. 
Only in the United States 
and here o nly in o ur time has 
so much been shared by so 
many .

Is th e bloom off th e Alaskan oil boom? 
F or awh ile, yes. 
Th e enth usiasm and h igh h opes for 
quick rich es resulting from discovery 
of vast oil deposits in Prudh oe Bay off 
th e North Slope of Alaska h ave been 
dam pened by practicality and Am eri­ 
cans' new sense of ecology. 
Two years ago it was th ough t th at 
work on an 8 00-mile pipeline would be­ 
gin as soon as perm its to cross federal 
land 
were 
obtained 
and 
construction 
equipm ent and supplies brough t in. 
Alaskan 
businessmen 
and 
entrepe- 
neurs used reserves and obtained loans 
to get into position to take advantage of 
th e boom th at was expected to follow th e 
July, 1908. announcem ent th at one of th e 
largest petroleum deposits in th e world 
h ad been found in Prudh oe Bay on th e 
Beauford Sea in th e Arctic Circle. Up to 
10 billion barrels of oil — with much 
more nearby — lay waiting for extrac­ 
tion. 
Alaskan construction companies bur­ 
rowed h eavily to buy equipm ent th at 
th ey would need to build th e 48 -inch pipe­ 
line and adjacent road from Prudh oe Bay 
to Valdez on th e south ern Alaska coast. 
Workers began to im m igrate, anticipat­ 
ing big overtim e pay ch ecks. 
Th en obstacles arose — or rath er, con­ 
sideration was given to obstacles th at 
h ad been th ere all along. Biggest one: 
A laska's unusual environmental feature 
—perm afrost. 
Perm afrost is a ground condition in 
wh ich particles of soil and rock are sus­ 
pended in ice th at never melts. Th e th ree 
m ajor oil companies wh ich united to 
form 
Trans-Alaska 
Pipeline 
System 
fTAPS) planned to bury th eir pipeline 
in it. Th e danger in th at plan, conser­ 
vationists and th e D epartm ent of th e In­ 
terior soon pointed out, was th at 500,000 
gallons of oil h eated to 180 degrees in 
every mile of pipe would most likely melt 
th e perm afrost around th e pipeline, caus­ 
ing th e pipe to sh ift, sag and break. Th e 
potential for alm ost irreversible ecologi­ 
cal dam age was frigh tening. Conserva 
tionists obtained an injunction th at stop 
per construction by preventing issuance 
of perm its. 
Added to th e outcry raised by con­ 
servationists and h eeded by Interior Sec­ 
retary W alter Hickel (h imself an Alas 
kan-m ade millionaire cam e objections 


from th e tiny Yukon River comm unity 
ot Stevens Village, wh ich obtained a fed­ 
eral injunction against th e pipeline by 
claiming it crossed lands wh ich belonged 
to th e villagers. 
Taps organizers also failed to gauge 
th e length of time it would take congres­ 
sional 
com m ittees 
to 
exem pt federal 
lands from 1969 freeze on th eir use. After 
congressional com m ittees finally gave 
th is approval in December. 1969, five 
month s later th an TAPS h ad anticipated, 
th e D epartm ent of th e Interior still h ad 
to say O.K. 
As yet. it h asn t, because TAPS still 
h as not assured th e departm ent th at th e 
pipeline can be built so as to avoid oil- 
spilling breaks. (Besides th e perm afrost 
complication, 
th ere 
is 
anoth er 
from 
earth quakes — th e pipeline would cross 
th ree seism ic zones and its south ern end 
would be at th e center of th e disastrous 
1964 earth quake.) 
\.bove*ground pipelines create oth er 
problems (such as possible refusal of 
m igrating moose to cross, th us depriv­ 
ing people on th e oth er side wh o depend 
on moose for food and skins), and sh ip­ 
ping th e oil by tanker could be too ex­ 
pen sive and impractical because of ice. 
So investors and construction com pa­ 
nies are faced with loans coming due and 
cash reserves depleted, and m any wh o 
h oped to find steady and profitable em ­ 
ployment in an oil-primed economy are 
with out work. Unemployment th is spring 
rose to L’1.6 per cent, not including th e 
state's native population, an increase of 
5.5 per cent over 1969. 
All is not gloom, h owever. Th e State 
ot Alaska took in $9 00 million in leases 
last Septem ber, more money th an it h ad 
budgeted in all 10 previous years of state­ 
h ood. Th is money draw s 8 45.000 interest 
each day. Secretary Nickel — wh o plans 
to return to Alaska som eday — says th e 
pipeline will be built, 
but h e doesn’t 
w ant th e state to gain now and pay later 
by destruction of th e geograph ical assets 
and anim al stocks th at make it th e last 
outpost of unspoiled Am erica. 
Eventually, th e oil will come coursing 
south ward and Alaskans will see th e 
bloom back on th eir boom. Th at m ay be 
no present consolation for unemployed 
workers and worried businessmen, but in 
th e long run, it's th e way best suited to 
A laska’s long-range future. 
Eco lo gical Ho pe 


F or alm ost as long as w e’ve been 
bearing of th e great wrongs committed 
by m an in h is use and abuse of th e en­ 
vironm ent, we've also been h earing of 
m iraculous sch em es to correct th e da m ­ 
age and possibly even to turning it to 
our advantage. 


Th e m orality rate of ecological m ir­ 
acles appears to be very h igh , h owever. 
So far few if any of th e brilliant sch emes 
for reversing pollution processes, solving 
our mounting waste problems or restor­ 
ing squandered resources h ave managed 
th at essential leap from th eory to prac­ 
tice. 


Neverth eless, all efforts along th is 
line are to be welcomed. After all. sh eer 
volume and th e law of averages alone 
ough t to yield a few successes. 


Among current reports from th e 
ecol­ 
ogical research front, th ere is one of 
som e promise from Pennsylvania State 
University wh ich deals with not one but 
two wrongs —- th e wastelands created 
by strip-mining and th e pollution effect 
of sewage treated but th en disch arged by 
sanitation plants to find its way into riv­ 
ers and lakes, accelerating algae growth 
righ t. 


and th e aging processes of w ater bodies. 
Strip-mining, th e profitable practice 
of scraping off sh rubbery’ and top soil 
for quick extraction of subsurface m in­ 
erals, prim arily coal, h as h ad a bligh ting 
effect on wide areas of a num ber of east­ 
ern and m id western states. Even wh ere 
th ere h ave been subsequent efforts to 
mask th e scars, most often as required 
by law, th e soil used for fill is too poor 
and 
th e 
qmek-growth 
vegetation 
too 
scrubby to come anywh ere near repair­ 
ing th e dam age. 
In th e Penn State experim ents, h ow­ 
ever. test beds of dirt and rock debris 
from strip-mining h ave been seeded and 
th en sprayed regularly with waste w’ater 
and sludge produced by ordinary sew* 
age 
treatm ent 
processes. 
G rass 
and 
trees h ave sprouted and flourish ed, wh ile 
m untreated control beds noth ing h as 
come up. 
Th ere is still a long way to go between 
experiment and practice, and no g ua r­ 
antee th is sch em e will succeed in leap­ 
ing th e gap. unlike so m any oth ers. 
But it just may be th at h ere is a case 
wh ere two wrongs can be made into a

Th ere is no statistical data 
on th is classroom. But a good­ 
ly portion of th e families rep­ 
resented in th e sch ool (sev­ 
enth and eigh th grades) con­ 
sider th emselves liberals. Th e 
average 
education 
and 
in­ 
comes 
of 
th e 
parents 
are 
above average. It is not a 
blue-collar n e igh bo rh ood. 
THERE WERE 31 students 
in th e class. 
In th is discussion, it turns 
out. two pupils th ough t it was 
all righ t to burn th e flag. One 
oth er said it didn’t matter. 
Th e oth er 28 were dead set 
against flag-burning. 
Th e voices th at prevailed 
among th ese 28 argued th at 
people 
wh o 
burn 
th e 
flag 
sh ould 
not 
h e 
jailed: th ey 
sh ould be sh ot. Not all th e 
28 said th is. But according 10 
my informant, none of th e 
group objected to th is th esis. 
T H I S 
REPORTER, 
of 
course, 
asked

obvious 
question. Wh y did your group 
ch oose sh ooting rath er th an 
jailing? And th e answer came 
back calmly and simply: 
If 
we jail th em th ey’ll just come 
out and do th e same th ing 
over again. 
THIS REPORTER din s not 
believe th at any of th ese stu­ 
dents —if it camp down to 
action — would sh oot (or vote 
to sh oot) a man or woman 
wh o burned th e flag But th e 
above discussion and scores 
of oth ers th is reporter lias h ad 
with youngsters of th is age 
indicate th at th ere is a strong 
feeling in favor of th ose tradi­ 
tional aims and goals — th e 
flag, patriotism, th e family, 
work, 
national 
defense 
— 
wh ich h ave been rejected th e 
past several years by well- 
publicized activists, some of 
wh om are th e older broth ers 
ol th ese same young men and 
women. 
IN 
TALKING 
TO 
young 
people in th e past h alf-year 


one th ing h as been striking. 
Th ere seems to oc a great 
d e a l 
more 
conservatism 
among th e youngsters 12, 13 
and 14 and even 15, 16 and 
17 today th an among young 
men and wonjen th ese same 
ages four, five and six years 
ago, even with in th e same 
families. 
WHERE I LIVE, h air is 
getting 
sh orter. 
Many 
stu­ 
dents th emselves in th e neigh ­ 
borh ood sch ools h ave reacted 
against th e extremes in dress 
th at came in after free-dress 
codes were voted. 
Th e 
petition-signing, 
th e 
pamph let-distributing, 
t h e 
protest-group-meeting activity 
of late in activist neigh bor­ 
h oods 
th is 
reporter 
knows 
well, is more prevalent among 
young adults th an teen-agers. 
A sh ort time back th is was 
not so. 
THERE SEEMS to be a 
growing tendency to question 
th e value and worth of dem­ 
onstrations. ft’s not th at dem­ 
onstrations are o ut. It’s more 
th at a good many of th ese 
youngsters now feel th at a 
demonstration sh ould be used 
only wh en th ere is real rele­ 
vance. wh en th e people wh o 
view th e demonstrations h ave 
th e power to take action to 
solve th e problem and wh ere 
th e demonstrators are in a 
position to know th e facts — 
firsth and — and th is after all 
oth er means h ave failed. 
ONE EXAMPLE of wh at 
some of th ese young people 
consider a legitimate cause 
for a demonstration came out 
in a group discussion among 
h igh sch ool students th is re­ 
porter sat in on:

as a 24-hou rs-a-d ay , 
fiv e- 
d ay s-a-week camping program 
offers a mu ltitu d e of activ ities 
inclu d ing 
hik ing.fishing 
and 
swimming. Accord ing to Jam es 
Hohm, d irector of activ ity ther­ 
a py . this camp, now in its sec­ 
ond su mm er at the institu tion, 
is prov id ing a new and rew ard ­ 
ing ex perience for resid ents who 
had nev er tak en part in su ch 
a program before. Here is one 
v isitor’s accou nt of a ty pical 
da y at Camp Dix on: 


As I came to the camp, I 
ia w a grou p of boy s being led 
on a hik e. Others were seated 
a t a table listening to a song 
by Mau reen Doy le, mu sical spe­ 
cialist, who accompanied her­ 
self on the gu itar. Very soon, 
the boy s joined her in singing 
“ You Are My Su nshine.” The 
tents of the 40 resid ents tak ing 
part in the camping ex perience 
that week all were named after 
bird s and I look ed into the tent 
which was named “ The Rob­ 
ins.” I saw 1 0 bed s all mad e 
up, a refrigerator in which be- 
tween-meal snack s were k ept, 
a nd two d ressers where u nd er­ 


w ear and clothing changes were 
stored . The head of the pro­ 
gram, Jack Jord an, said that 
the 
camp 
activ ity 
actu ally 
work ed this way : 
Mond ay morning the campers 
were oriented to cam p life, and 
activ ities began in the after­ 
noon. 
From Tu esd ay throu gh Fri­ 
d ay , training was giv en in hik ­ 
ing, 
swimming, 
fishing, 
off- 
grou nd trip to Deer Park , na­ 
tu re arts and crafts, games, 
d ancing and all the other activ i­ 
ties of camping. Campers also 
d o 
finger 
painting, 
circle 
games, mak e collages of leav es 
and plants, and paint rock s. 
Those selected to tak e part 
in the camping are the sev erely 
and profou nd ly retard ed men 
and women who hav e had no 
other ov ernight camping ex peri­ 
ence. They are mad e u p of 
three to fou r grou ps, 10 in a 
grou p, with one to two stu d ent 
work ers for each grou p. There 
are three shifts, the early shift 
from 6 a.m. to 2 p.m.; the late 
shift from 2 p.m. to 10 p.m., 
and the night shift from 10 p.m. 
to 6 a.m . The pu rpose is to 
get the resid ents off of the cot­ 
tages and into the ou td oors. 
There are six tents, fiv e for 
the resid ents and one entitled 
“ Dov es,” which is u sed to k eep 
su pplies and other eq u ipment of 
stu d ent work ers. 
B reak fast and d inner are pre­ 


pared at the cam pfire by the 
staff of su m m er work ers. A hot 
break fast of bacon and eggs, 
cereal and toast, and a glass 
of milk starts the campers off 
for a happy d ay which begins 
at 6 a.m. Lu nch is prov id ed by 
the d ietary facility . A camp d in­ 
ner consists of hambu rgers, hot 
d ogs and potato salad , prepared 
ov er a campfire. Marshmallows 
are roasted as a snack later 
in the ev ening. 
I w’as stru ck by the rhy thm 
of some of the boy campers. 
When record s with a swinging 
beat were play ed , the boy s be­ 
gan to snap their fingers and 
d ance. Some of them d anced 
with the girl su m m er work ers 
in a sty le v ery mu ch lik e any 
high school d ance. 
They d on’t ru n away from the 
camp, one work er said of the 
cam pers. They are allowed to 
roam arou nd , or to go to their 
tent and lie d owrn if they wish 
to d o so. Ev en those who d o 
nothing seem to be aware that 
they are at camp and wou ld 
not want to go back to their 
cottages. 
They are giv en med ication at 
regu lar times and tak e it with­ 
ou t rem onstration. Some of the 
cam pers are hy peractiv e, some 
seem almost completely inert. 
Bu t most of them k now that 
they are at camp, and show 
by their smiles that they are 
hav ing a good time.

A temporary care home is a 
specialized foster home which 
accepts children at any time of 
the day or night. Children are 
usually kept in the home from 
24 hours to a few weeks to ena­ 
ble a department social worker 
to work out a more-permanent
